The enormous pillar of stone that will 


bo the wonder of thousands upon thou- 
sands of people who will visit the World's 
fair was broken from ita bed at the 
Hpughton quarry, Ashland, Wis., amid 
tUe cheers of the throng who visited the 
quarry to witness the breaking of the 
monster. The stone had boen sawed at 
each end and side, and but the bottom 
remained to be broken from the bed of 
which it was a part. On the bottom 
wedges to tho number of about SCO on 
each side had been entered and only the 
signal to drive them farther remained. 


At 11 o'clock Frederick Prentice, do- 


nor of the monolith, from a place on the 
rock gave the signal to drive the wedges, 
and fifty workmen began at the lower 
end to dnve thoin. 
Then, like clock- 


work, the {ifly mauls of the men rose and 
f Ti ns they ii'oved fiom tho b.vse to the 
apwc of the svone step by step. Slowly 
i novice appeared at the lower end of 
the stone, which, with eiich succeeding 
blow became larger and larger, until the 
btone lay birtlcen from the mtss of which 
it had been a portion. The huge stone 
hei at the bottom of the quarry, and 
weighs in ita present utate 600 tons, but 
when dressed down \ -ill weigh about 420 
tons.—Cor. St. Paul Pioneer Press,

They also clsim tbat 
t revolves on its axis In 9 hoar* and 55 
minutes, and therefore its days and nights 
are each only about five Lours long. 


Tb«y also claim that the earth reoeivtt 


about twenty-five tines is much light and 
Mat at doe* Jupiter became the latter Is 
five tints as far from the son a* tbe foimer. 
All of thii is misleading and positively 
mischievous. It uot only brings doubt si 
to tbe science of astronomy batuto.lhe 
ionest purpose of tbe scientists themselves.

Tha total expense of the Peary and the 


Peary relief expeditions was within $25,- 
000, or, approximately, within one-tenth 
of the amount that was involved in the 
very much less successful British north 
pole expedition of 1875-6, and barely 
more than one-fortieth of the expense of 
the Austro-Hungarian expedition under 
Payer and Weyprecht of 1813-4. 


The contributions of knowledge ob- 


tained in either one of the departments 
of geography or ethnology alone can 
rationally be considered to repay the 
moderate outlay of these two expedi- 
tions, a cost considerably below that 
which in modern times is sometimes paid 
for a painting. 


It is interesting to place here by way 


of comparison the cost of previous ex- 
plorations. One of the earliest—that of 
Willoughby—conducted 800 years ago, 
required for its expenditure £6,000; that 
of Moor, m 1740, £10,000, the second 
pennon north pole expedition was cov- 
ered IT" *n appropiation of 120,000 thalers, 
or £11 000 T'hJe the Franklin expedi- 
tion and the vanoT8 <>ncs ^^ out to a* 
ce-'tain his fato to 16o4 C!** £838,383, or 
over $4,000,000.—Philadelphia I-8dger. 


A Gna \\ell Beyond Control. 


What is undoubtedly the strongest 


natural gas well ever found in the In- 
diana belt is a roaring inonbter noith of 
Mrncie, Ind., which cannot be gotten 
under control. A few d»ys since Wai- 
ley & Spellacy, contractors, drilled In a 
w ell on the Spilker farm. Next day it 
was discovcicd that the pressure had 
raised to an enormous degree, and it has 
since increased until it has become im- 
possible to anchor the well or do any- 
thing with it. It is impossible to force 
a sledge hammer, crowbar or anything 
into the hole, and the gas roars until a 
man's voice cannot be heard within sev- 
eral hundred yards of the well. The 
earth trembles in a frightful manner. 
A great deal of fright is entertained as 
to what the result will be. The well is 
estimated at over 10,000,000 feet, and 
the apparatus used to anchor the mon- 
ster Jumbo well at Fairmount is useless. 
Great caution is being used to prevent 
the gas from becoming ignited.—Cor. 
Chicago Inter Ocean. 


A Singular Accident. 


Arthur C. Moreland, who played the 


role of Colonel Risener, the tricky Indi- 
ana politician, in the play of "Blue 
Jeans," last season, was on Friday night 
the victim of an accident that may end 
his stage career. When on the road 
Moreland has a companion, Perry, a hy- 
brid dog which appears In the play.

weeks ago in an office in B building 
the Brooklyn nsnry yajrd, and later en 
other workmen carried in a number of 
coffins of various sixes and styles of fin- 
ish and set them np in different orna- 
mental positrons. Neighbors looked on 
with a curious sort of interest. AH 'this 
weird activity WM the outfitting of a 
business that is something brand new in 
corporate enterprise. It was the practi- 
cal beginning of a project of enabling 
citizens to provide while still alive for 
their own or their friends* burial upon 
the same system as life insurance is car- 
ried on, and at rates that are a slash at 
the "union prices" of the Undertakers' 
association. 
The coffins were samples 


of tho cut rate wares. 


The new businefls is done by a series 


of contracts with customers whereby 
the projectors of tho burial business 
agree to furnish decent burial at prices 
that range anywhere from $00 for a child 
to $250 for an adult. A |30 interment, 
for instance, is obtained by paying 80 
centson signing a contract and 80 cents 
monthly thereafter until the $80 is paid. 
At the $S50 burial the rate is raised to 
$2.80 on signing and $3.60 a month. 


The contracts contain Una binding 


clause: 


Tho preparation and preservation of 


the body for interment. One casket and 
name plate. Chestnut or oak outside 
case. Extra line shroud. Door band. 
Hearse and five coaches, Attendance of 
undertaker at funeral. Opening and fill- 
ing the grave.—New jYork Sun. 


Pure) Karen tie Death. 


Under chloroform, as nnder all anes- 


thetic gases and vapors, there is a mods 
of death which may be called the final 
or natural. It need never be produced, 
and never could be except nnder the 
most unskillful management, and it is a 
long time in its progress. When death 
does occur in this manner it is by th« 
slow extinction of the natural animal 
zymosis, and is illustrated, aa to method, 
perfectly by the simple experiment of 
gradually extinguishing a candle in a 
confined space by introducing vapor of 
cliloroform into the air that fills the 
space. 


It can be illustrated also by the ex 


periment of stopping ordinary fermenta- 
tion by the presence of chloroform, and 
even by the simpler process of using 
chloroform vapor as a preservative oi 
animal tissues from decomposition. AU 
amesthelics are open to kill in this man- 
ner, but that is the safest anesthetic 
which puts out life in no other manner, 
which does not, that is to say, cause 
either of the reflexes of spasmodic char* 
acter during administration.—Asclepiad.
